The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following  terms 
and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  “Company”,  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the  American 
Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authenticity 
or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  a 
single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a numbered  item  in  the 
catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered  item  are  designated  as  a “Lot” 
then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  success- 
ful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the  article 
in  dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is 
merely  a nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the  previous  bid,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer, 
in  his  discretion,  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


IF  asked  to  define  the  scope  of  the  first  serious  collecting  of  American 
antiques,  many  cf  us  would  unhesitatingly  point  to  a half  dozen  or  so 
great  collections,  among  which  the  Bolles,  Pendleton,  Bigelow  and 
Palmer  are  preeminent,  and  feel  that  the  whole  field  had  been  covered.  Con- 
sequently, it  is  with  no  small  degree  of  pleasure  and  surprise  that  we  welcome 
the  appearance  at  auction  of  the  Francis  Shaw  Collection,  which  has,  for  the 
greater  part,  remained  intact  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  century. 

Viewed  objectively,  the  Shaw  Collection  offers  an  interesting  study  in 
human  character.  We  are  made  aware  of  qualities,  tangibly  presented,  which 
for  us  exemplify  the  sturdy  yeoman  stock  that  settled  and  developed  the  New 
England  states.  The  abiding  conservatism  of  the  early  New  Englander  is  felt 
in  the  furniture  with  which  he  surrounded  himself.  It  possesses  an  air  of  quiet 
dignity  that  charms  by  its  unpretentiousness  and  sometimes  attains  a degree 
of  excellence  unsurpassed  in  the  lexicon  of  the  craft.  Not  the  least  among  the 
large  number  of  craftsmen  contributing  to  this  high  standard  of  workmanship 
is  the  group  of  cabinetmakers  who  worked  in  Salem,  Massachusetts,  circa 
1790-1810,  and  who  included  in  their  number  Samuel  Mclntire,  master  wood- 
carver  as  well  as  architect  and  the  acknowledged  head  of  his  craft.  Included  in 
the  Shaw  Collection  is  a group  of  furniture  [Numbers  439  to  443,  inclusive], 
carved  by  Mclntire,  that  surpasses  in  quality  anything  of  its  type  that  I have 
as  yet  encountered.  This  furniture  was  obtained  in  Salem  by  the  late  Mr. 
Shaw,  and  its  extraordinary  high  character  is  the  more  remarkable  when  the 
general  decline  in  furniture  design  and  execution  which  occurred  at  this  period 
( circa  1810)  is  taken  into  consideration. 

The  furniture  of  Philadelphia,  Maryland,  and  Virginia,  however,  bears  the 
stamp  of  communities  more  obedient  to  the  dictates  of  Old  World  fashions. 
One  is  aware  of  a determination  to  reproduce  in  the  Colonies  a style  of  living 
patterned  after  the  sophisticated  elegance  of  a fashionable  London  society, 
which  bestowed  a generous  patronage  on  the  erudite  Chippendale,  and  his 
successors  Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton.  Nevertheless,  complementing  this 
respect  for  the  accepted  standards  in  furniture  design  is  the  lively  independence 
of  outlook  of  a Colonial  people,  a qualifying  force  which  is  observable  in  this 


furniture  and  makes  it  distinctive.  Certain  beautiful  examples  in  the  Shaw 
Collection — the  Virginia  Hepplewhite  linen  press  [Number  478],  the  Beau 
Brummel  table  [Number  457],  the  Chippendale  claw  and  ball  foot  card  table 
[Number  438},  and  the  Philadelphia  shell-carved  claw  and  ball  foot  lowboy 
[Number  458] — are  typical. 

Historical  interest  is  supplied  by  a group  of  furniture  and  other  articles 
[Number  370,  and  Numbers  455  to  463,  inclusive]  that  were  formerly  part 
of  the  furnishings  of  the  Chase  Mansion,  Annapolis,  Maryland,  residence  of 
the  Samuel  Chase  (1740-1810)  who  signed  the  Declaration  of  Independence; 
purchased  in  1897,  when  part  of  the  contents  of  the  Chase  mansion  was  sold 
to  raise  funds  with  which  to  maintain  the  mansion  as  a memorial  to  its 
founder,  this  group  constitutes  a link  with  the  most  momentous  event  in  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  Other  “Signer’s”  pieces  are  the  four  claw  and 
ball  foot  side  chairs  [Number  447]  that  were  originally  owned  by  Robert 
Morris  (1734-1806),  merchant  and  financier,  who  took  an  active  interest  in 
the  politics  of  his  day  and  made  the  speech  which  gave  Washington  the 
nomination  for  the  Presidency. 

The  several  pieces  which  have  been  given  specific  mention  in  the  foregoing 
paragraphs  exemplify  the  quality  of  a collection  which  embraces  almost  the 
entire  field  of  Colonial  and  Early  Federal  cabinetwork,  and  also  includes  fine 
English  furniture  of  the  Queen  Anne  and  Georgian  periods.  Beautiful 
mirrors,  singly  and  in  pairs,  ranging  from  those  of  the  intriguing  Bilbao  type 
to  the  rich  and  highly  decorative  early  Georgian  examples,  pairs  of  library, 
card,  and  console  tables,  and  fine  sets  of  chairs  are  abundantly  present.  The 
large  group  of  English  cream-glazed  china  termed  “Queensware”,  manu- 
factured in  Leeds  and  Staffordshire  by  Wedgwood,  Spode,  and  other  potters, 
is  worthy  of  attention,  as  are  also  the  Oriental  Lowestoft  porcelain  and  the 
series  of  mantel  and  table  lamps  manufactured  in  London  for  the  Boston 
market. 

With  regard  to  the  attribution  of  American  furniture,  since  careful  ana- 
lysis of  the  history  of  furniture  design  in  this  country  has  resulted,  in  many 
instances,  in  a complete  reversal  of  popularly  accepted  theories  on  the  subject, 
I have  adopted  the  practice  of  allocating  to  centuries  rather  than  to  specific 
periods,  which  is,  perhaps,  the  more  reliable  method.

CATALOGUE  numbers  439  to  443,  inclusive,  consist  of 
five  pieces  of  superlative  furniture,  the  work  of  a Salem 
cabinetmaker,  executed  in  the  Sheraton  style.  For  quality  of 
construction  and  choice  of  wood  used,  this  furniture  is  unsur- 
passed by  anything  that  has  come  under  our  notice  to  date. 
That  Samuel  Mclntire  carved  furniture  manufactured  by 
other  craftsmen  is  well  established,  as  set  forth  in  the  series  of 
excellent  articles  on  the  subject  by  Dr.  Fiske  Kimball,  Director 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  of  Art,  in  Antiques,  November 
1930  to  March  1931.  A comparison  of  the  carving  we  see 
here  with  that  of  authenticated  Mclntire  pieces  leaves  no  room 
for  doubt  as  to  authorship  in  this  respect.  Pursuing  the  theory 
that  Mclntire  carved  much  furniture,  but  actually  constructed 
very  little,  we  have  here  evidence  of  a Salem  craftsman  of  the 
first  rank  who  has  as  yet  not  become  known  to  posterity. 

This  furniture  was  obtained  many  years  ago  in  Salem,  Mass., 
and  has  always  been  known  as  Mclntire  furniture.

ANNAPOLIS,  MARYLAND 

CATALOGUE  numbers  455  to  463,  inclusive,  consist  of  furniture 
and  other  articles  which  formerly  were  part  of  the  furnishings  of  the 
Chase  Mansion  at  Annapolis,  Md.,  residence  of  Samuel  Chase,  signer 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Samuel  Chase  (1740-1811),  emi- 
nent jurist  and  member  of  the  Continental  Congress,  took  a prominent 
part  in  the  events  leading  up  to  the  Declaration  of  Independence  by  the 
American  Colonies.  An  ardent  patriot,  he  vehemently  resisted  the  Stamp 
Act  and  was  prominent  in  an  assemblage  of  the  ‘Sons  of  Liberty’  at 
Annapolis,  who  forcibly  opened  the  public  offices,  destroyed  the  stamps, 
and  burned  the  collector  in  effigy.  In  1783  he  went  on  a mission  to 
England  as  agent  of  the  state,  where  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  Pitt, 
Fox,  and  Edmund  Burke. 

This  furniture  was  purchased  in  1897  at  the  sale  of  part  of  the  Chase 
Mansion  furnishings,  held  to  raise  funds  which  were  to  be  used  to  main- 
tain the  mansion  as  a memorial  to  its  founder.
